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Continuation of 3, NOTE: The amendments raise new issues that would require further consideration, including issues under 112 2nd and 
issues under 112 1st, both new matter and enablement. For example, it is not clear that the specification provides guidance or basis for 
establishing the existence of a statistically significant difference between an INDIVIDUAL sample and a leve! of expression from one or 
more individuals, and this requirement is further indefinite. Further, regarding claim 80, this claim set forth a range of ratios of "at least 
0.25% to 0.13%." This range of ratios has no upper limit, and so the question of new matter is raised; and a similar issue is raised for 
claim Further, it is not clear how the ratios recited in claims 80 and 81 relate to the statistically significant difference set forth in 
independent claim 58. Further, these amendments raise the issue of new matter because they are based from relative frequency data in 
pooled samples, while the specificaiton discusses only ratios of expression levels in "micorarray analysis." Paragraph 0127 of the 
published application discusses "differentially expressed" in EST analysis, but does not discuss the use of these values in ratios. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's remarks are directed towards the 
claims as amended or towards the evidence that was not considered. Since the claim amendments were not entered and the evidence 
was not considered, the remarks are.not persuasive. The papers by Chu and Diamandis et al are evidence filed after final and were not 
considered (see item numbered 8 in this advisory action). 
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
